Mr. Ruskin says :—“ The drawings are entirely praise¬ 
worthy and is a kind which needs no praise from me, except 
the attestation that every scene is absolutely true to scale and 
form. Mr. Sutton Palmer’s sunshiny temper merits better than 
mine, Carlyle’s epithet—for me. He is really an * Ethereal ’ 
Palmer. I feel myself a little dull for want of cotttages, not to 
say shelterless for want of inns—and I do think we ought to 
have had some grimmer crags, with possibilities of tumble off— 
or losing one’s way. In all Mr. Palmer’s drawings one is led 
down to the lake, or by the river on velvet and down of grass 
and moss ; one could travel such a country barefoot. I wish, 
by the way, that Scottish fashion would come in again.” 

Mr. Cosmo Monkhouse says:—“Mr. Sutton Palmer has 
few rivals in the power to paint what he sees ; and he sees a great 
deal that is delightful; the contour of hills fold on fold behind 
thin veils of mist, the intricate beauty of grass and flower, the 
grace of the birch and the sheen of its leaves, the moist green of 
moss-covered boulders, the light on virgin water—in a word, 
nearly all the fairy charms of nature at its blithest. Mr. 
Ruskin’s epithet of * Ethereal ’ is not misapplied to such pure- 
spirited and joyful work, although we cannot say that we share 
Mr. Ruskin’s desire for cottages and inns. It is the charm of 
solitude which the artist delights in, and which he gives. He 
does not even obtrude his own personality, but supplies us with 
quiet places in which to enjoy ourselves. He shows us as few 
can show us, the starry heads of hemlocks, the cool gleam of 
the waterfall, the sweetness of pale sunshine, the rich web of 
reflections, tne fairy land of the riverside, the fastidious grace of 
birch and fern, ‘ lakes, islands, promontories, gleaming bays, a 
universe of nature’s fairest forms,’ and leaves us alone with 
them.”

He was an annual exhibitor 
at the 7 \oyal Academy. In /88i he held an exhibition in 
Bond Street, and inaugurated the now well-known “ One Man 
Show. n His works are in the Australian National Gallery , 
at Sydney; the Corporation Gallery , City of Manchester; 
and many of the best private collections in Great Britain.
